privations  being  repaid  a thousand  fold  by'  the 
henetits  th.it  will  follow  our  deliverance  from 
■fsre,"n  predilections  ; originating  in  prejudice 
and  si.stair.id  by  traffic,  to  the  continual  exci-' 
ration  of  pt'eiy  broils,  the  consequent  demor- 
iilization  of  the  citizen  and  disgrace  of  na- 
tional ciiaracter.  That  we  do  not  so  regard  G. 
Jiritain,  is  seen  iti  the  article  before  us  copied 
irom  the  leading^hcdon  print  in  the  United 
States;  that  eulogizes  (as  do  many  others)  the 
eivniy  of  our  country ; that  palliates  his  enor- 
mities, though  of  a character  that  would  have 
disgrared  the  barbarous  ages;  and  extols  him 
as  the  *•  bnlv.airk”  of  all  that  is  noble,  magnan- 
imniisor  humane  ; that  has  tiosen.se  ofnutio-j- 
a' gl or., ; no  symp;ithv  but  for  those  who  have 
“called  into  civilized  vi'ar  the  tomahawk  and 
scalping  knife  ;”  that  makes  a subject  of 
laughter  of  women  violated  and  children  mur- 
dered, and  in  tlie  conflagration  and  plunder  of 
defenceless  towns  and  villages,  sees  notliingto 
condemn  ! We  hope  and  trust  in  God  that  this 
ivar  is  destined  to  make  the  “ rent”  the  writer 
fears  ; and  we  think  that  it  will,  though  peace 
fearnestly  desired)  should  be  proclaimed  to- 
jitorrow. 

We  have  seen  the  enemy  in  his  true  colours, 
and  the  horrible  impression  his  conduct  has

The  hills  of  Ohio 
are  covert  d with  them,  add  in  all  of  the 
stales  an  extraordinary  attention  is  paid  to 
mull iplyii.g  the  Stock  of  this  most  profitable 
animal  Tlicro  are  large  flocks  of  pure  .Ifioi- 
noes,  and  probably  millions  of  mixed  blood. — 
'fhe  vabie  of  tlie  sheep  in  the  United  States 
may  be  safely  estimated  at  between  sixty  and 
eighty  inilhons  of  dollars.  As  to  the  manu- 
factiiniig  cstablislimcnts,  we  have  nothing 
wheieby  to  form  an  opinion  of  their  value ; 
but  the  capital  cmbaiked  in  things  of  the 
kind,  great  and  small,  is  immense.  As  for  in- 
s’uiice,  Vittburzh  in  Pennsylvania,  m.inufac 
tures  goods  to  the  value  of  more  than  a mil- 
lii  o per-  annum,  and  it  is  calculated  that  the 
ta-cumiiiated  capital  of  that  town  is  not  less 
than  g 700.000  a year,  from  the  various  fabri- 
cations. There  is  one  concern  in  a neighbor- 
jug  state,  that  disburses  at  the  rate  of  seventy- 
fve  thousand  dollars  a year  in  meekly  mages,

Wherever  they  could  he  turned  against  us,  no 
exertions  to  effect  it  have  been  spared.  On 
onr  Scutli  Western  border,  the  Creek  tribes, 
who,  yielding  to  our  persevering  endeavors, 
w'ere  gradually  .acquiring  more  civilised  habits, 
became  the  uiifonunate  victims  of  seduction. 

A war  in  that  quarter  his  been  the  conse- 
quence, infuriated  by  a bloody  fanatacism,  re- 
cently propagated  among  Ihi  m. 

It  was  necessary  to  crush  such  a war  before 
it  could  spread  among  the  contiguous  tribes, 
and  befor#  it  could  favor  enlerprizes  of  the  en- 
emy. With  this  view  a force  was  called  into 
the  service  of  the  United  States  from  tlie  states 
of  Georgia  and  Tennessee,  wliich,  wiili  the 
nearest  regular  troops,  and  other  corps  from 
the  .Mississippi  territory, might  not  only  chas 
tise  the  savages  into  present  peace,  but  make 
a Wing  impression  oil  tlifir  fears. 

The  progress  of  the  expedition,  as  far  as  is 
yet  known,  corre.spoiids  with  the  martial  zeal 
with  which  it  was  espoused

The  campaijpi  has 
indeed,  in  i*.s  IrtV-r  stapes  in  one  quarter,  been 
less  favorable  than  was  expected,  but  in  addi- 
tion to  the  iniportnnce  of  our  naval  success, 
the  progress  ol  the  canqiaipn  has  been  filled 
with  mcidcuUuiglily  honorable  to  the -\meri- 
caii  aims.  . 

The  attack  'of  the  enemy  on  Craney  Island, 
on  Kort  N'-  'ps,  on  Sacketi’s  Harbor,  and  on 
Sandusky,  have  been  vigorously  and  success- 
fully rcpiilsed  j nor  have  they  in  any  case  suc- 
ceeded on  either  fi-ontier,  excepting  when  di- 
rected  against  the  peaceable  dwellings  of'indi- 
viduals,  or  villages  uiipi-epared  or  undefended. 

On  iheotlier  hand  the  inomements  of  the  .\- 
merican  army  have  been  followed  »y  the  reduc- 
tion of  York,  and  of  Forts  George,  Krieand 
Malden  ; by  the  recovery  of  Detroit  and  the 
extinction  of  the  Indian  war  in  the  West  ; and 
by  the  ncciipancy  or  command  of  a large  por. 
Jion  of  l.tpper  Canada.  Hatties  have  also  been 
fought  on  the  borders  of  tlie  St.  I.awrence, 
which,  tlioiigh  not  accomplishing  their  objects, 
fcHcct  honor  on  the  discipline  and  powers  of 
our  sold  iery,  the  best  auguries  of  eventual  vic- 
tory. In  the  same  scale  are  to  be  placed  the 
late  successes  in  the  south,  over  one  of  the 
moet  powerful,  which  bad  become  one  of  the 
most  hostile  also,  of  the  Indian  tribes. 

It  would  be  improper  to  close  this  commu- 
nication w ithout  expressing  a thankfulness,  in 
■which  all  ought  to  unite,  for  the  numerous 
blessings  with  wliich  our  beloved  country  con- 
tinues to  be  favored  ; for  the  abundance  which 
overspreads  our  land,  and  the  prevailing  health 
of  its  inhabitants  ; for  the  preservation  of  our 
internal  tr.anquility,  and  the  stability  of  our 
tree  institutions  : and  above  all  for  tiie  light 
of  divine  truth,  and  tHe  protection  of  every 
man’s  conscience  in  the  enjoyment  of  it.  And 
although  among  our  blessings  we  cannot  num- 
ber .an  exemption  iVom  the  evils  of  war  ; yet 
■these  will  never  be  regarded  as  the  greatest  of 
evils,  by  the  friends  of  liberty  ami  of  the 
rights  of  nations.  Our  country  has  before 
preferred  them  to  the  degrading  condition 
whir.li  was  tlie  alternative,  when  the  sword 
was  drawn  in  the  cause  which  gave  birth  to 
our  national  independence ; and  none  who 
rontcmplate  the  magiilludc,  and  feel  the  value 
cfth.it  glorious  event,  will  shrink  from  a strug- 
gle to  maintain  the  high  and  h»ppy  ground  on 
which  it  placed  the  American  People. 

With  all  good  citizens,  the  justice  and  ne- 
cessities of  resisting  wrongs  & usurpations  no 
longer  to  be  borne,  will  sufficiently  outweigh 
the  privations  and  sacrifices,  inseparable  from 
a slate  of  war  But  it  is  a reflection,  moreo- 
ver, peculiarly  consoling,  that  whilst  wars 
are  generally  aggravated  by  their  batieful  ef- 
fects on  the'  internal  improvements  and  per- 
manent pi'osperity  of  the  nations  engaged  in 
them,  such  is  the  favored  situation  of  the  U. 
States,  that  the  calamities  of  the  contest  in- 
to wliicli  they  have  been  compelled  to  enter, 
are  mitigated  by  improvements  and  advanta- 
ges of  which  the  contest  itself  is  the  source. 

If  the  war  has  increased  the  interuptions  of 
eur  commerce,  it  has  at  the  same  time  cher- 
ished and  multiplied  our  m.anufactures,  so  as  to 
make  us  independent  of  .all  other  countries  for 
Die  more  essential  branches,  for  which  we 
•light  to  be  dependent  on  none ; and  is  even 
rapidly  giving  them  an  extent  which  will  cre- 
ate additional  staples  in  our  future  Intercourse 
with  forclgn  mat  kets. 

If  much  treasure  has  been  expended,  ho  in- 
considerable portion  Of  it  bus  been  applied  to 
•hjecis  durable  in  their  value,  and  necessary 
f<>  our  permanent  safety 

If  the  war  lias  expoied  Us  to  increased  .spo- 
Fiatious  on  the  ocean,  and  to  predatory  incur- 
sions on  the  land,  it  h:is  developed  the  nation- 
al means  of  retaliating  the  former,  and  provid- 
ing protection  against  the  latter  ; demonstrat- 
ing to  all,  that  every  blow  aimed  at  our  mari- 
time independence  is  an  impulse  accelerating 
the  growth  of  our  maritime  power. 

Hy  difl  naing  through  the  mass  of  the  nation 
the  clenieiits  of  military  discipline  and  instruc- 
tion, by  augmenting  and  distributing  warKke 
prepfiratjons,  applicable  to  future  use,  by  evin- 
cing the  zeal  aitd  valor  with  which  they  will 
be  employed,  and  the  cheerfulness  with  which 
•very  necessary  burden  will  be  borne  : a great- 
er respect  for  our  rights  and  a longer  duration 
of  our  future  peace  are  promised,  than  could 
be  expected  without  these  proofs  ot  tlie  na- 
tional  character  .and  resources. 

The  war  has  proved,  moreover,  that  our 
free  government,  like  other  free  governments, 
though  slow  in  its  early  movements,  acquires 
ill  its  progress  a force  proportioned  to  its  free- 
dom ; and  that  the  union  of  these  states,  the  ■ 
giianiiao  of  the  freedom  and  safety  of  all 
and  of  ca«h,  is  strengtliened  by  every  octasioh 
‘Jiat  puts  it  to  tlie  test. 

In  fine,  the  «'ar,  with  all  its  vicissitudes;  is 
llliiBlratinglhecaiiacity  and  the  destiny  of  the 
V.  States  to  be  a great,  a flounsliing,  and  a 
powerful  nation ; worlliy  ot  the  friemlship 
which  it  is  disposed  to  cultivate  with  all  oth- 
ers, and  authorised,  by  its  Own  example,  to  re- 
quire  frorri  all  an  observance  of  tlie  laws  of 
justice  and  reciprocity.  Ueyond  these  tlieir 
claims  hii'.e  never  extended ; and,  111  contend- 
ing for  these,  we  behold  a subject  for  our  con- 
gnitulationi,  in  the  daily  testimonies  of  cn- 
cveaslng  haimnny  throughout  the  nation,  and 
may  liiimblv  rcfio.se  onr  trust  iti  the  smiles  of 
Heaven  on  so  righteous  a cause.

NORTHERN  CAMPAIGN. 

The  General  Order  of  general  Wilkinson, 
on  leaving  the  Canada  shore,  confirms  the  o- 
pinioii  ads’anced  in  the  last  Gazette,  that  tite 
campaign  against  Montreal  has  only  been  stis- 
pended  and  not  abandoned,  as  lias  been  exult- 
inglv  predicted. 

The  ofiicial  correspondence  of  AA'Ilkinson 
•ind  Hampton,  speaks  for  itself — and  military 
men  will  form  their  opinions  from  it.  AV'e  are 
perfectly  satisfied  tliat  the  talents  and  energy 
of  the  war  department  are  sufficiently  compe- 
tent to  point  out  and  correct  <oiy  errors  or  mis- 
conduct of  the  late“extraordinarv,  unparal- 
leled, and  it  appears  unwarrantable”  army 
movements. 

The  main  p.ort  of  the  army  are  quartered  40 
or  50  miles  from  the  Island  of  Montreal — it  is 
said  in  a good  military  position,  both  as  it  rcs-
